'Bolls, they were not at all to be valued by the Heritors thereafrer;- 
Likeas, til the year one thouſand fix hundred and-fority one;

neficed perſons; were valued and approven by any Commiſſion, 
unleſs by conſent or colluſion , none making oppoſition thereto, 
And it being reaſonable, that the Rights and Priviledges belong- 
ing to the Church-men in the year one t::ouſand fix hundred 
and thirty three , ſhould be reſtored to them : Therefore, the _ 
King's Majeſty , with advice and conſent of His Eftites of Par- 
liament, Statutes and Ordains , all valuations of the Teinds, 
whereof the Biſhops and other beneficed perſons were in poſleſ- 
fion, as faid is, led by any pretended Comm:ſhon tor valuation of 
Teinds,fince the year one thouſand fix hundred and thirty ſeven, 
to be.void and null in time coming; And that the ſaids B:ſhops 
and other beneficed perſons ſhall enter to the ſaid poſſeſſion of 
rental Bolls, and leading of the faids Teinds , Perſonage and Vi- 
carage, this cropt and year of God, one thouſand fix hundred and 
ſixty two years, and intime coming ; Providing alwayes, like- 
as it is hereby provided, that the Heretors of ſuch Lands, where- 
of the Teithes belongs to the Archbiſhops , Biſhops, and other 
beneficed perſons, being Miniſters, and were ſet in tack, the time 
of their ſubmiſſion to His Majeſties Father of bleſſed memory, 
ſhall be in that ſame place and condition they were in, by 44 
Decreet arbitral pronounced thereupon, and by the nineteenth 
Ad of the Parliament held, Anno, one thouſand fix hundred and 
thirty, three, Entituled, Commiſſion for valuation of Teithes, &c,
